swung open a report of a pistol rang 
out through the courthouse. People in 
in the sheriff's ollice and adjoining 
apartments heard the shot and rushed 
in. They found young Malarky lying on 
the floor with blood freely flowing from 
a wound in the right side. He faintly 
called for help and then fainted. No one 
saw the robber come in and no one saw 
him leave.

She 
complains bitterly of the treatment she 
lias been subjected to by a lot of people 
who have invaded the place with the 
reckless freedom of a search for offend- 
ers in Chinatown. 


Some of these people are, or pretended 


to be, ollicera, others are self appointed, 
would-be detectives, who ransack the 
bouse and rummage through desks, 
drawers, etc., in the absence of the 
fiimily, and it is said that some thinga 
have been taken from the mails in the 
postollico.

ted. If there has been a murder it will 
ut, and if there tia9 n6t permit the ac- 
used man to suffer as little torture nB 
possible. Enough has already been said 
to his discredit to ruin his reputation in 
the public mind. At such times men 
forget the good and remember only the 
evil tilings which a suspected person has 
done. It is a pitiable business and calls 
for, not charity, but patient waiting for 
further developments, with suspension 
of judgment meantime.

There is no don bt 
that New Jersey has not only taken the 
lead in showing that durable, smooth 
highways can be made fo a= tn furnish 
good traveling all the year, hut has also 
given an illustration of the legislative 
means necessary to secure that end. 
The iiret law under which the roads 
were improved in Xew Jersey simply 
authorized counties to do the work and 
to issue I>ond8 for the expense. In every 
case the enhancement of property hae 
more than repaid the expenditure, and 
this fact becoming apparent to tbe 
farmers and others interested, the issu- 
ance of bonds for that purpose meete 
with comparatively little opposition. 
But to meet tbe objections of some 
cftutiouB residents in the agricultural 
districts what is called the state aid 
plan was adopted, by which the state 
paya one-third the cost of count}' roads, 
the county a trifle over 50 per cent and 
tbe remaining 10 per cent is to be paid 
by tbe property holders benefited. 
The 


latter must take the initiatory, and 
when they aek for tbe improvement and 
agree to pay one-tenth of its cost the 
county and state pay for tbe remainder. 
Under these wise provision a tbe time is 
not far distant when there will be a 
belt of country with improved roads 
clear across New Jersey, from Philadel- 
phia to New York.

A State Weather Observer 
Who 


Opens His Mouth to Put 


Jib Foot in It.

Mr. Uurwick, tliu state weather ob- 


:urver, who is also observer at Sacni- 
uento for th« general government, is a 
nan of much xeal iu his work as u 
.nctcorolugist. 
He has accomplished 11 


;reat deal of good for the stale and par- 
icularly for the northern part of it by 
lie painstaking articles and reports in 
relation to climatic conditions. Some 
•ears ago he was so active in extolling 
,he climate of Northern California as 
.vorable for thu production of citrus 
.nits, that the people of Kiverfiide and 
jther districts of Southern California 
went lo thu length of demanding hit) 
re- 


moval from oilice us u sort of "unwisive 
.jarlismi." Mr. Jiurwick however vin- 
licalcd bis right to whoop up the cli- 
nate'of Northern California at the ex- 
jeiise of Italy and other Mediterranean 
countries and continued to hold the 
;ort of observation nt the capital. But 
:io\v Ihe Mail regrels lo note thai he has 
jeen belrayed into an error regarding 
irrigation, perhaps under the mistaken 
notion that reliance on rainfall is better 
than reliance on water artUieially ap- 
plied. 


In the course of his hitc report lo the 


department of agriculture regarding Ihe 
condition of eropo in California, 
Mr. 


Berwick says, that "dews and showers, 
lifts from the hand of nature, are more 
jenelicial than water from the irriga- 
tion ditch." And this is bis reason : 


Pure nitrogen or its combinations are 


essential to plant life, und through the 
process of areationof thu little raindrops 
is they fall through our atmosphere lies 
the secret of their ureuter value over the 
drops df water as they flow from the ir- 
rigalor's well, unless the latter have also 
been aerated by artificial means, which 
t'oukl increase very much their useful* 
ICSB and value. 


If Mr. Barwick had made as much 


study of irrigation as of meteorology he 
would not have fallen into this error. 
The fact is that irrigation water is gen- 
erally much more bcnch'cial to soil than 
is rain. Tho elements of fertility that 
are soonest exhausted under cultivation 
arc potash, phosphoric acid and nitro- 
gen. The first two arc mineral in their 
nature and are never found in rain 
water. But they are always present In 
some extent in the waU^r of streams or 
wells. Some, waters carry eo tarce a 
proportion of potash, for example, that 
their nee for irrigation maintains the 
supply of this eptientinl element in soila 
thai otherwise would be soon exhaust- 
ed by constant cropping. And where 
waliir IK too "alkaline" for irrigation, 
the "allinli" i.s likely lo be mively an 
excess of riches in some undeEirahli; 
form of polnsh. 


That rain water does not renew the 
itrogun of soils is plain Irom Hut fni:l 


thut liirgu Quantities) of thin substance, 
in the form of nitrates or barn yard 
manure, muat he iitrcd tit preserve fertil- 
ity in agricultural conn tries such as 
England, where the niinfall is copious 
and frequent. 
Whatever benefit may 


result from thu aroation n( raindrops 
falling upon thu Boil may bu bud to u 
much greater uxtent by aeration of thu 
soil itself, through fruiiuent, and thor- 
ough cultivation. 


On the other bund, such regions as 


the Nile valley, where there is little or 
no niinfall, irrigation waters have main- 
tained through ages of agriculture ihe 
native fertility of the soil, even without 
the use of furtili/.ers any form. This is 
because of the furlili/.ing mutter carried 
bolli in suspension and in solution by 
the water. It has been remarked in 
Southern California that thu large Blip- 
ply of potash contained in the irriga- 
tion water has kept up productiveness 
in soils that would othurwlae have soon 
required the use of manures in eomo 
form. .Son 10 ycni'tj ago 1'iofttysui1 Ilil- 
gard issued it bulletin from tho agricul- 
tural experiment station til the State 
University, calling attention to the fact 
the waters of a certain stream in Cali- 
fornia were so richly supplied with fer- 
tilizing elements as to restore lo the soil 
on which tlie.y were spread, IIH much ol 
these subtliin'ces as wnrn drawn from it 
by an unusual succession of crop?. And 
he pointed out that while irrigation 
tonds lo dissolve out certain minor*! 
siilts in the soil, yet in most cases it 
given lo the soil more than il takoi 
away. 


The fact is that rainfall, where copi- 


ous, lends rather lo decrease tliu fertil- 
ity of noils, by washing out their potash 
and phosphoric acid, than t:> imikethem 
more fertile. Tlie soils of Kern and 
Fresno, for example, are rirhoi in 
tlm two elements named, as a rule,
